Fulton county is to yield its palm as 
the 
only 
“ railroadless" 
county 
in 
Pennsylvania. 


In February of this year a charter 
was granted by the State Public 
Ser­ 
vice Commission to the 
McConnells­ 
burg and Fort Louden Railway Com­ 
pany for the operation of an 
electric 
road across the Cove 
mountain, 
be­ 
tween the two 
points 
named. 
The 
contract for 
erection 
was 
let 
and 
work on the grading of the 
roadbed 
is being pushed Ss fast as possible. A 
steam shovel, with a capacity of 
GOO 
cubic yards a day, is at work on 
the 
Fort Louden side of 
the 
Tuscarora 
mountain, where 
already 
over 
two 
I miles of the grade is completed. 
This road when completed will open 
up a county to development that 
has 
hardly realized its possibilities 
here­ 
tofore. 
Vast 
deposits 
of 
iron 
ore 
await transportation; millions of tons 
of high-grade Canister rock and 
ce­ 
ment, or concrete sand, 
have 
hardly 
l>een touched; 
thousands of acres 
of 
the finest fruit lands 
will he thrown 
open to use where fruit-raising 
was 
profitless previously and the land left 
to grow up in underbush because the 
youn~ men left the 
farm s 
to 
seek 
wider opportunities 
in 
the 
outside 
world. Millions of feet of lumber can 
he shipped that would have remained 
in the woods, not to speak of the 
in­ 
crease of all farm products. 
This will m ark the last of the “back­ 
woods’’ 
counties 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
Fulton county may lose 
some of 
its 
quaintness, hut it will gain in wealth 
and all those things that go to 
make 
modern life in the country desirable. 


GETTING BETTER 


Weather Conditions are More Favors- 
• hie for C rops. 


Weather conditions were more fav ­ 
orable to crops during the 
past 
few 
days. The w eather and crop sum m ary 
issued by the United States 
D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture, follows: 
“The tem peratures were low during 
the first part of the week, 
with light 
frosts reported from 
a 
few’ 
north­ 
western stations. 
Plowing, threshing 
and potato digging w’ere in 
progress. 
Oats are turning out in better condi­ 
tion than was 
indicated 
last 
week, 
very little of the grain being mouldy, 
although much of the straw is badly 
damaged. 
“ Wheat is also yielding better than 
was anticipated in m ost sections, Po- 
♦atoes are yielding well, hut there ar* 
reports of rotting from many 
places.

Fortunaa Contribute to Unraat. 


Vast fortunes and lack of work are 
the chief causes of the prevalent Indus­ 
trial and sociui unrest in this country, 
according to the summaries of three 
reports given out by the United States 
commission 
on 
Industrial 
relations. 
which were prepared for the use of 
congress. 
The commission then went out of 
existence. 
During the two year# of 
work none of the member# was able 
to reach an agreement over the vital 
problems, so that none of the three re 
ports can be properly called a "majori­ 
ty” report. 
The tabard was co rn posed 
of three rueml*ers representing employ­ 
ees. three representing employers aud 
three representing the general public. 
Only the first section of the principal 
report, that made tty Basil E. Manly 
director of research ami investigation 
for the commission, bas (teen mad* 
public. 
The Manly report finds that the so 
elal unrest In this country Is largely 
due to the 
unequal distribution of 
wealth.
